HASTINGS AND BELLEVUE COLLEGE FIGHT

This Sonree of Contlnned Controyersy
Practlently Settled by Plaving
Both  Instiiations  on
Egunl Foodng.

Ny halding a lengtheted meeting yesterday
affernvon and by remalning (n wesslon until
neurly 11 o'c¢look Just night the Prestylorian
synod of Nobragka succeeded In clearing
away all its buxiooss and adjourned to myel
goxt sulvmn in the Prexbyterlar church at
Hartiogs,

There wos a considarable amount of busi-
neas of Importance transacted  during the
poksion and n goodly portion of thix eame up
In vesterday's meetinga. The part which
will Interest Omoha people generally. outslde
the Preshyterian denomination, §¢ that the
sytiod passed resolutions protesting agning
1he opening of the gates of the Transmlssis-

‘wippl Exponition next year on Sundays and

also against the free distribution and sale
ol intoxlcating 1llgquors on the exposition
grounds while the show Ix In progress, A
specinl mwecting was appointed to carry there
protesis to the exposition manngoment,

Thu feature of the entlre sesslon, however,
was the usual anoual fight hetween the col-
loges at Hastings and Bellevue, Thix was
finally sottled after a long discusslon hy
placing hoth colleges under control of the
gynod and putting bath on' an equal footing
as syuodieal Institutions.

CONTERT BETWEEN COLLEGES.

This controverasy belween the two onl-
Roges was brought up at yesterday's morning
sossion and held the boards uvatll the poon
adjournment. A year ago Bellevue was
deilgnated ns the synodical college, and diir-
ing the year It received whatever fitvinelal
asniptance the Board of Ald was able to
furnisl.  Yesterday the trouble was agaln
opened np by the report of the committee on
colleges  which  recommended  that the
proshytories of Kearney and Hastinzs glve
thelr support to Hastings and that the re-
miining presbyteries support Aellevae.  Hut
the feniure of the report that aroused the
combutivenosa of the friends of Hastings wuy
that which persisted o alluding to Bellevue
ws the syradieal eollege when the Hastings
pympathizers pssert that ons is ne much a
eypodical coliege as anothoer.

The matter was debated at length and with
pomie degron of acrimony.  Presldent Patter-
gon of Has!logs contended that It wae manl:
festly unfuir that Bellevue should be per-
mitted to advertige itself as the only synod-
fon] college in Nehraskn, when Ll colloge
was oqually entitled to recosnition.  He de
clared thut there was on animus baek of the
movemoent that never should have been pre
gented to the synod and he [ntimated that
while It might be poesiblo to take such action
here where the friends of Bellevue woere In
the majority there would be a shaking up of
dry hones when tho gypod was held Jo the
wostern port of the state, where Ilastings
would be lirgely veprodenlofd

“Ths motlon to adopt the recommendations
of the eommittes wis nmended by Dr. Flem-
fnir to provide that those recommendations
wh'ch reforred to the college controversy
should ba referred o g special committee to
Jook up the facre relative to the relntions
of the two inetitutions to the esnnl and re-
port ai the next eynod. A substitute was
offerad which provided that the recommen-
datlons should be etrlcken out entirely and
after a long disenssion 0 wos adopted by &
unaplmeus vote mand the report was referred
bark to the committes with the undersiand.
Apg thes (U will be résubmitted In a Torm
whileh will more ¢fectunlly reconcile the
conflictlng Interesls,
VISIT TO BELLEVUR,

The synod adjourned at 11:40 o'clock and
took n special train to Bellevue college
where the delegates were escorted through
the ins' Itutlon ond were entertained at lunch,
8everal bours were spent on the  college
grounids. The visitors returned to the elty
in thme to resime the gesaion at 4 o'clock.

When “business was resumed  after  the
usun! devotional exercises the commitiee ap-
yoluted to conslder the diMeulty between the
1wo volleses reported In favor of placing botl
on an equal footing nos synodien] Institutions
After another extended discussion the repont
was fically adopted.

The only other matter of Importance re-
sulting at. the afternoon gession, which wos
extended, howaver, o hnlf hour (o dispose o
other busingss, was the passage of a resolu
tion protestiog against the opening of the
gates of the Transmississippl Exposition on
Sundays. The following committee wos ap
pointed to earry this protest and to speak i
favor of 1t hefore the exposition management

Dr, John Gordon, Dr. A, G, Wllson and J. ©
Wharten of this clty, and Dir. W. M. Ilind
man and Thomas Darnell of Lincoln,

An adjournment was taken  until 700
o'clock lagt night, at which ‘hour a goo!
number of laymen and Jay women  wer

present to llsten to the dellberptlons of thy
evoning and to addresses. The speelon wiy
opened with devotional exerelses and then
Dr. H. B. Holdge of Philadelphin® secretar
of the Presbyterinn Moard of Eduenticn, de
divered an nddress upon **Hducation,*

Dr. Hodge dwelt considerably upon the
work that the cdueational board has done iv
4ts lopstitution, He stated  that  in the
peventiy-pleht yeaps of s exletence it he!
Bpant some $260,000 less thon the per diem
expense of malntaliiug the unlon army dur
ing the clvil war, but with that money »
great work had botn done,  Over 8,000 young
men huve been oducated, who recelved somo
46,000 yenrs of tultlon, Of this number some
forty were college profeasors or oceupled ke

positions In feminavies, About 100 were
forcign milesionaries, and hetween 508 and
60D were home missiopoaries. There Were

socretaries and editors, and others oceupied
othor church positions. Tir. Flodge though'
It was 0 matter of groat congratulation that
deducting the loss of four each yoav on i
count of death or other cavees, 95 per cem
of tho men edueated under the bpard had ace
tually entered the ministiry.
NEPEND UPDON LEGACIES.

Dr, Hodge lamertod the fact that (he
board had to depend I such gredt measie
upan legacies and other sources of noome
beelder ofteringa for the money with which
to dp ltd work, Some $200,000 mwore hiw boen
tall_l to ‘stiudents than has been eoutributed
y the yoéung people’s sucletles for the wark
He veported, however, that many of the
sludents were repaying the money that had
been employed in glving thom thele ediey-
tion.

U0 ery that the ministry aver-
crowdod has been raised, I think, chiefly
bocause there are 80 many applicants when-
aver i pulpit becomes vacant. | belleve this
can be accounted for by the faot that many
micisters desire a change for various ea-
fong, O pourse there are minlsters of Aif-
ferent kinds. I am willlug to admit that
thire are uneducaled minksters and there
arg olhery who ought to be discredited, but
wha are admitted to the ministry, Such are
continuully looking for some position. But
there are physiclans and lawyers who fall to
mpke o suocess and 1 Insist (hat there are a
much greater per cent of such by the profes-
slons than among the mindstors that gre
educated undor the board.*

In conglusion Dr. Hodge spoke of the ads
vancement that had been made In the clvili-
gation of the world and he thought that it
was slmmply a preparation for the oltlmate
evangeligation of the world.  Just as Chl-
cago Is gertlog ready for a Greater Chlcage
Now York for a Greater New York, London
for & Greater London, bhe thought that God
was getting ready to make the world
Greater World, and he therefore called upoh
the church to assist In the movement,

[0 conpectibn with the roport It was soaied
that many churches had not given in propor
tlon to the size of thelr congregations, and
that the regularity and the amounts of the
contributlons depended Ih greal measoare on
the geal of the pawtore and the deacons. 1)
wan recemmended that the maties of mak
Ihig offeringy bo urged at every chuséh meet
Inkg by the church oMelald and that siyelopos
e procured and digtributed among the con
giegation for soptributions. The report and
recmmmendations were  adoplod,
Tl second adidresas of the evenlng was e
flvered by Dr. B, T. Fleming of Nebiaska
City wpon “Giving as an Act of Worship.'
The mpeaker [nsisted that the bible Bndicate
that an offering was an much of a part o.
the worship of God as prayers, HBut he maln
talned that now, an ih the past History of the
church, covetousness had entered., He gl
that 0 many churches were decaying nnd so
many church doors were cloged that “relizion
was besoming a otench In Ahe dostrils of the
people.”  He stated that the chureh people
were trying to worship God In a different
manter than was set down In the seriptures
which dlstinetly stated that there was no ae-
centable worship without offerings, It was
insiated that there was not o much need for
mo ¢ praving or more serelces ag for more
Kiving. There were too many dead men (o
the culpit and In the sesslons, too many dead
men and women In the cholie.  The spealier
wanted to see the churches getting money and
investing in lond aod ralsing their pastors’
splaries. He insloted that 1t could bhe dong
with a little effort. He warned bis minig
terial hearers to become more onergetic In
thelr foquests for offerings or otherwise they
would flud that thelr congregutions would &
Inerease In covieousness that they would in-
sist on cutting down thelr salarips,
D, 1b, M. Lotg was to have glven an ad-
Iréds upon "Praportlonate Qlving™ but on ae-
sount ol the lateness of the hour, it wos
miltted nt his own request.

HOME MISRION AFPAIRS.

The committee on the Roard of Hemu
Misslons presented o voluminous report with
many recommondations, This showed that
the offeriegs for the work had bheen §366
groater than for ‘the preccding year. The
most imiortatit recommendations weére that
the symod express confidence in the abllity
v management of thy board  and pledg
Ita etipport; thut the Sahosth #choole be re-
uested to make o speela]l andunl offering
for Assint 10 the work on the Sabbath beforo
February 22: that the Subbath schools and
the young people's societics be nsked for
a specinl offoring for the educational work
of the women's executive commities co the
Sunday preceding Thanksgiving; that a spe
olal committens of one from: ecach Prosby
terian pommittee on home milesions by ap-
pointed to confer with the Board of Home
Misslons o order to equalize hetter the up-
portionment of the home mission fund o
be exponded In the varfous préshyteries, and
that each preshivtery employ o pastor-at-
large to assist in mieslonary wWork., The re-

port and' recommendations were adopted,
The committee on lemperance resflirmed
the falth of the Eynod In 1the prianclple of
totl abstipence, and arnounced that gome
progregs  in the temperayee work i the
state could be rveported.  When the report
wae offered o memhbor of the svnod nrose

1l offersd an amendment that the exposk-
tion munagement should he asked mot to al-
low Intoxicanie to be sold on given away
on the expogltion grounds during the show
e smid that he had heard thnt one Cali-
forala firm was preparing to establish tanks
on the exposition grounds, from which the
popilace could drink as much wine as they
nleaged by simply turping the spigots. This
statement  brought  forth  the following
amendment to the temperance report.

Rerplvad, That ‘the synod of Nebhrasks
hears with alairm that Intoxieating liguors
are to tbe permitted  on the exposition
aroumds, and that we earnestly request the
management to roapect the Christian senti-
ment of Nehraslen hy refuglpg the admigslon
of louors for sale or digiribution on the
expasition grounds.

The temperance report, thus amoended, was
sdopted, The amendment 8 to ‘be encried to
the exposition directors hy the sapme pom-
qittnn which will urge the closing of the
antes on Sundoys,

SOMBP ROUTINE REPORTS.

The committes which wis appolnted at the
lnst syvnod meeting (o ralse 32,000 for the
Omahp geminacy Ad not make a very satis
factopy report. The smount had heen appor-
tioned out among the different preshyteries
hut no one secmiid te know Just how much
hatl beon contribiuted, The commitiee was
retained to ralse a elmilar sum during the

nming vear.

The committee on the ministerinl relig!
fund. feom which  superanvated  minieters
stid the familles of decedsed pastors seanr

support, reported that the contributions dar-
ng the last year to the fund had been ver
uneitisfactory, It Inslsted  that  at  least
$26,000 additional ought to be availabls next
veie and preed the pastors to do what they
conld to sectire offeringes for the fand,

The commiitee on young poople’s soslotie:
ghoed] Pt It be given  power to form a
viodical associntion of the socleties at te
comfag rully that is to be held at Beatrice
The roquest was granted without diseusasion.

Resglutjons were offered nnd passed thank
tng the local ontertainment committec for
its care In looking after the delegates: to the
rongregation of the Firat Presbyterian chureh
for the use of the bullding, to the women of
‘he eongregution  for  the entertainment
ffered nt thely homes: to the offlcers  of
Hellovue eollege for the excursion to that In-
stitution: to the speakers who had made ad-
Areeses, anid to the choir for the music fur-
nighed durlig the seeslon,

weds had been clepred sway and the syonod
adjourned slne dle, WIith a few woida from
Modevator Kerr for the courteey that had
beey shown him and with o prayer the dele-
gates were dlsmissed.

day,  Atlorney General Smyth had not fully
ompleted when an adjournment was tuken
yesterday afternvon and adnounecd that he
would ovcupy @ hall hour this morning, Then
the defendants will reply and close the are
gument.

Assistant Attorney General Smith began
the answer to the argument of the bonds-
men when court convened yesterday morn-
Ing. He ipsisted 1o the #frst  place
that the statute whiek: the defense gquoted as
supporting the contentlon that the bond, to
be legal, mugt have been filed on the first day
of the term, wus not mandavory, but simply
directory. The provislon says that the bond
“shall be filed on the flrst Thursday after the
firet Tuesday in Junoary  succseding the

olection,” which In thig case, wak Jauuary 3,
1845,
SURETIES ARE ESTOPI'ED.

Tn the second place Attorney Smlth as-
gerted thut the bond became valld beenuee
Bartley became a de facto officer and boeause
the officer and his sureties were ostopped
from aegerting the dovalidity of the bond,
they having tenderad it wod it having been

Attorney General Smyth polnted out the

tlanger to the people of the state that wonld
result 100t were hald that the stdtute fixing
the time for fling the band was mandytory
He polnted ocut that the governor, who
the approving officer; thy secretary of state
the fillng officer, and the trezsurer might
conpplre to loo! the treasury and might rob
it of halt a militon, In order to release the
hondsmen of the treasurer from lablility for
the defaleation the govertor might fall to
dpprove the bohd amd the secretnry of stntle
to fle 1L In time. When the slortage became
known, according to the theory of the de

fense, the bon smen wonlld disclalm all re

spienslbility becange of the fatlure to BPProve
amnd Ole the bood, and wonld insist that the
governoy and the secietary of state and thelir
bordgmen were the ones to be held lHable
for the shortage Heecause of thelr fallure and
nogleet to make “the boud a legal one. But
the gtate would stand small show of recover-
ing the half o milllon defaleation on the
bonds of these aficers, since they were for
only $50,000. Attorney Smyth Insisted thar
thiz fully Indicated that [t wag not the lntent
of the statutes to thus rob the people of all
the protection they had from  defaleatlon
through the negleet of a public offlvial to
perform hik duty,

BOND 18 DNLY A CONTRACT.

Thug Attorney Smith offercd the propo-
sitlon that the appreval of the bond was nn
part of the nstrument. He maintaloed that
the bond wis vothing more than a contpact
botween the state and dhe sureties. The
conslderation on the part of the stite was
that Bartley should be allowed 1o enjoy the
privileges and emoluments of the office of
state treasurer. In return for this the bonds-
men agreed tobe cesponeible for any shortage
that might ocvbur in the office. The fact
that the conlract was ‘or wis not decepled
by a certain time by the state tirough the
governor was immaterinl as long as it was
finlly accepted.

Upon this view of the bond as a simple
eontract Attorney Smith contended that the
defendant's argument was groundless  that
they were released from llability because the
fallure to file the bord In time had vacated
the office and that they had offered them-
gelves ag responsihle for the acts of Dartley
a8 a legal officer and not of Bartley ag a
man who had npo legal right to the office
even though he performed s dutios. The
faet remalned that the state had falfilled fts
pirt of the contract by allowing Bartley all
the privileges and emoluments of the offlee.
It remained for the sureties to fulfill thelr
part by making up the shortage.

In the course of his arghment Attarney
Smith elted a conslderable bumber of ‘au-
tharliieg and also put different consiructiines
upon those presented by the defense. He
pecupiod wlmost all the morning.

BOND A COMPLETE CONTRACT.

Attorney Genemal Smyth alro apeued that
the bond He=elf was the complete contract be-
tween the stdte and HBartley anidl his sareties,
Me malntalned that bopdsmen were golng
back on the conttaet, not on the grounds that
thoe wtate bad failed to perform its part, for
it had delivered to Bartley the emoluments
and priviieges of the ofice, but for the reason
that Bartley had falled to do something he
ought to have done—aceounted for the slate
moneys, Attorney Smyth insistéd that Bart-
Jey's failure to perform hig dutles and con.
sequently his part of the contract debarred
him from denying Wis own labillty on the
bend. The attorney went further and main-
tained that the sureties who signed the bond
with Bartley were in exactly the same pogl-
tion, In gupeoort of this statement he quoled
Hinstructions given by the disteict court to the
jury o the case of the State against Johu K.
FN, Bartley's predecessor, who was also sued
with his boundsmen for n sholtage., Thls In-
structlon was as follows:

"By taking the oath of office, procuring his
official bond to be approved. holding the of-
fioe of state treasurer and enjoying the emol-
uments thereot during his entire teérm, the
defendant HiN, s egtopped to deny his la-
hitlty on sald bond and sach estoppel spplics
with equa) fovce to the other delendanty—
iy suretles"

HOND BINDING WHEN DELIVERED.

Attarney Smyth also maintained that the
tinnd ne n coniract became bLinding imme-
dlately after the delivery of the bhond to (he
pearetary of state, without re d to whether
It hat been approved by the governor or not.
This was In Hue with the geoeral argumment
that the geotion of the statutes providing that
the approval should be fpade by o certan time
ls directory and oot mandatory.
